POLYGAMOUS POSTMASTERS. 
HOUSE COMMITTEE HEARINGS, 
{A. F. DAY REPORT. | 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The investi- 


gation as to the alleged polygamous 
status of certain Federal appointees in 
Utah was resumed today by the House 
Committee on Postoffices and Post 
Roads. In view of statements made at 
thé last session by Mr. Lentz of Ohio, 
author of the resolutions of investiga- 
tion, the committee had requested 
Postmaster-General Smith, J. Addison 
Porter, secretary to the President, and 
Representative Grosvenor to be pres- 
ent. Before the committee met the

Mr. Grosvenor made a flat denial of 
the statement made by Mr. Lentz as to 
the words, “We have not let the grass 
grow under our feet,” in reference to 
the charges. The conversation was in- 
formal, Mr. Grosvenor said, and he 
would have as soon expected that a 
private conversation with a member of 
his family would be brought before the 
committee as to have this talk brought 
here. Mr. Grosvenor said his state- 
ment to Mr. Lentz was in substance 
that the investigation would fall, there 
was nothing in the charges, and that he 
had taken steps to learn the facts at 
the time of denying them on the floor 
of the House. His denial was based 
on his knowledge of the character of 
the President. He said he had also 
said to Mr. Lentz that a search would 
show there was no scrap of evidence 
to sustain the charges. 

Subsequently, during a call at the 
White House on another matter, Mr.

NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—Andérew Car- 
negie addressed the young men’s Bible 
class of the Fifth- avenue Baptist 
Church last night on “Stepping Stones 
to Success in Business.” He said, in 

part: 


“As a young man I had the dest 
education in the world with which to 
begin life. I was born to the biessed 
heritage of poverty. I hope I speak to 
poor young men tonight. It is my 
earnest hope that none of you are 
burdened with the care of riches. When 
this burden is laid on a youss man 
and he acts his t well, deserves 
double credit. e is surely the salt 
of the earth. 

“In these days we hear a lot about 
poverty. The cry goes up to abolish 
poverty, but it will, indeed, be a sad 
day when poverty is no longer with 
us. Where will your inventor, your 
artist, your philanthropist, your re- 
former—in fact, anybody of note—come 
from then? They all come from the 
ranks of the poor. God does not call 
rich. 

“To my mind the first thing for a 
young man starting out in life is to 
determine to do more than his simple 
duty. Don't be afraid of your. em- 
ployer. When you know you are right 
stick to it, and fight it out with your 
boss. The boy who can beat me in 
an argument is the boy that I want in 
my employ. He is the boy that some 
day will get inte the firm. 

“T say to fight it out with your em- 
ployer when you are right. He may 
want a partner some day. He will go 
home and tell his wife about you. He 
will talk about you and—who knows— 
maybe he may have a pretty daughter. 

There are several qualifications that 
the successful young man must have. 
First, he must honest. He must be 
moral and he must be sober. I tell you 
that the young man who drinks can 
never be successful. You can't trust 
a drinking man. He must not gamble. 
I want to say that I had just as lief 
trust the man who gambles at Monte 
Carlo as the man who gambles in Wall 
street. 

‘Then you must never do anything 
wrong in business—not even if your 
employer wants you to. Stand up for 
your own rights and be a man. e 
successful man is not the one who is 


profigjent in one thing and not in 
others. He must be a good all-round 
man, capable of doing al things 
well.“

Adjustment of Rates to Cut Ship- 
pers Out of a Principal Market For- 
bidden—Discrimination in Favor of 
One Competing Peint as Against An- 
other Opposed to Relative Equality.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today, in 
an opinion by Commissioner Clements, 
laid down the rule that a carrier can- | 
not lawfully establish and maintain an 
adjustment of rates which in practice 
prevents shippers on its line from 
availing themselves of a principal mar- 
ket which they have long been using, 
and confers’ a substantial monopoly 
upon a new market in which, for rea- 
sons of own, it has greater interest.

RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION. 

‘ EXPLANATIONS BY DEPEW. 

[SY WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19. — (Exclu- 
sive Dispatch] Senator Depew, in 
speaking of the reported consolidation 
of the rallroad interests east of Chi- 
cago, said that the extent and scope 
had been entirely misrepresented. Th«re 
was, in fact, to be no consolidation or 
actual merging of roads. As to the 
New York Central, there had been no 
acquisition by that road of certain 
stock in its feeding lines which had 
formerly been owned personally by 
Vanderbilt. This included stocks in 
the Lake Shore and Lake Erie - and 
Western, together with some branch 
lines of both roads. The relations be- 
tween the New York Central and these 
roads would. not be changed in any 
way. 

The move was entirely in the direc- 
tion of economy, and the leasing of the 
Boston and Albany was along the same 
lines. As to the Chesapeake and Ohio, 
the stock in that system formerly con- 
trolled by the Morgan interests, has 
now been acquired by the New York 
Central and Pennsylvania, and an ar- 
rangement made by the management 
of the two roads to operate it on a 
basis of mutual protection and econ- 
omy. The Chesapeake and Ohio had 


— 
long been a disturbing element in the 
effort to maintain rates, and this now 
would be removed. In addition to set- 
tling the rate in question, the agree- 
ment would bring about more econom- 
ical management of the city agencies 
of the roads, particularly in the aboli- 
tion of a great number of passenger 
and freight agents and agencies, which 


at present were maintained at an act- 


ual loss. 

Depew emphatically denied that there 
was any consolidation of the New York 
Central and Pennsylvania roads It 
was, he said, merely an amicable un- 
derstanding between the managements 
of the two great systems, and would 
continue so as long as President Callo- 
way remained on friendly terms.

IA. F. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—A special to 
the. Herald from Washington says that 
when Bryan reaches Washington Sat- 
urday, the time and place of hold- 
ing the Democratic National Conven- 
tion will probably be determined. 

While the determination of these 
questions is in the hands of the com- 
mittee, and will not therefore be for- 
mally settled until the meeting of that 
body in February, there is a disposi- 
tion on the part of the party managers 
to take whatever action may accord 
with the wishes and the judgment of 
the man who, it is believed, is certain 
to be the partys nominee for the 
Presidency. 

Active work is being done by rep- 
resentatives of Kansas City and Mil- 
waukee, and the committees of both 
of these cities are bringing every pos- 
sible pressure to bear, but these ef- 
forts are bringing no definite results, 
and a majority of the members will 
be influenced by what Bryan says. 

Most of the Southern Democrats are 
inclined to the belief that it would be 
the best policy to hold the conven- 
tion in New York City. One of them, 
a member of the National Committee, 
said today: “I am strongly in favor 
lof the. selection of New York as the 
‘place to hold the convention, for two 
reasons. The first is that in going to 
New York, we would silence all talk 
of the Democratic party being a sec- 
tional party. The other reason is that 
we realize we cannot hope to win un- 
less we carry New York State.“ 

This view has been strongly presented 
to Bryan, but he has withheld any ex- 
pressions. He has made a careful 
study of the situation in all its bear- 
ings, and the decision of leaders at 
Washington is to be guided by his 
judgment and wishes. 

Of the cities mentioned, Milwaukee 
is making the most active campaign 
with its agents on the ground. The 
opinion amiong Democratic leaders in 
Congress is that unless Bryan is 


strongly opposed to New York. the 
chances of the Empire City obtain- 


ing the convention are excellent.

Checks should be numbered, so that 
each can be accounted for, The num- 
bers are for your convenience, and not 
for the convenience of the bank.

At the end of each 
month your small bank-book should 
be left at the bank, so that the book- 
keeper may balance it.

You will understand by this, if both 
have been correctly kept, that there 
are checks outstanding which have not 
yet been presented at your bank for 
payment. You can find out which 


checks that have been returned to 
you with your bank-book.

CERTIFIED CHECKS. 

If you wish to use your check to pay

Spencer emphasized the urgency of his 
request by stating that he would prob- 
ably be taken north on Monday or 
Tuesday, and possibly tomorrow (Sat- 
urday.) 

That Spencer should have specified 
the hour for Sanders to go savors of a 
well-laid plan, inasmuch as prisoners 
usually make appointments by forenoon 
or afternoon, allowing attorneys to 
suit their own convenience, since pris- 
oners have, as a rule, all time at their 


disposal. 

Sanders called about an hour after 
the appointed time, with a pass, to see 
Spencer. Ordinary visitors must talk 
to prisoners through a screen that ad- 
mits of no communication but by voice. 
But when attorneys call, they are al- 
lowed to converse with their clients 
in the freest possible way, and are 
given seats in a sort of reception room 
in the inner jail, reached by means of 
a second locked door, after entering 
the building by the outer grate. Gigan- 
tie keys operate both entrances. 

Sanders was admitted to the inner 
chamber without delay, and Spencer 
was sent down to him to talk business. 
After a brief conversation it suddenly 
ocourred to Spencer that Campbell, 
too, had wished to chat with the attor- 
ney, and Campbell was called for. 
Deputy Sheriff J. B. Loving, who was 
on the inside watch at the time, went 
for Campbell and promptly turned him 
down to Spencer and the lawyer. 1 

The three sat together talking dy the 


door, when N. H. McLean, who is now 


in the County Jail to answer to charges | 


of embezziement and false pretenses, 
called to Deputy Loving for medicine 
and asked that it be taken to him in 
his cell immediately. Loving at once 
disappeared for a moment in the drug- 
room and took the remedies to McLean.
